The United Auto Workers of 
America (CIO) will head into its 
1947 contract negotiations with 
demands for general wage in- 
creases of 23.5 cents an hour for 
its 900,000 members—a total of 
$1,692,000 a day. : 

“Catching up with inflation is 
an immediate and imperative de- 
mand of our workers,” Union Pres- 
ident Walter P. Reuther said in 
announcing the decision of UAW’s 
International executive board last 
night. He said the increase could 
be granted without an increase in 
prices. 

More than 500,000 non-union 
workers in the automobile trades 
also would benefit from any in- 
creases won by UAW, Reuther 
said in announcing demands at a 
press conference after a board 
session. 

Additional demands which can- 
mot yet be reckoned in dollars 


and cents include proposals for an | 


equalization fund to assure the 
game wages for workers perform- 
ing the same tasks throughout the 
industry, and social security and 
retirement plans.

Report by New York Examiner Alleges 
Salary Irregularities, Gifts to 


Officers on Vacation 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
The New York State Insurance 
Department made public today a 
report charging salary irregulari- 
‘ties in the Home Insurance Co., 
largest fire insurance company in 
'the nation. The charges involve 
the company’s president, Harold 
-V. Smith, and its former vice 
| president George E, Allen, now di- 
rector of the RFC. 
| The findings were made in an 
examiner's report and, the depart- 
ment said, are a matter of public 
record while the State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance considers 
further treatment of the alleged 
irregularities. 

The report said Smith was 
granted a monthly expense allow- 
ance of $2000 in January 1941, but 
continued to charge costs of 
traveling, gifts and entertainment 
against the company. For the 
years’ 1941 through 1944, the report 


said, Smith’s expense charges 
amounted to $34,126 but his -at- 
tached vouchers were “seldom ex- 
plicit,” 

As vice president, Allen, long an 
intimate of President Truman, re- 
ceived $14,000 a year, the report 
said. Then he was given an addi- 
tional $5,000 by Smith’s order, it 
added. The additional $5000 was 
recorded on the books of the com- 
pany as traveling expenses, but 
Allen said he regarded it as salary 
and “treated it accordingly,” the 
report stated, 


The company allegedly did not 
include in reports to federal and 
state tax authorities the expense 
allowance of the president or the 
unauthorized salary of $5000 to 
Allen, the report stated. 


In Washington, Allen said that 
he had treated the expense allow-

U.N. ASKS NATIONS TO RECALL 
TOP DIPLOMATS FROM SPAIN 


Anti - Franco Resolution 
Adopted, 34 to 6—Bri- 
tain to Call Ambas- 
sador Home Shortly.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP)—The 
United Nations General Assembly 
today had tossed one of its hottest 
issues into the laps of its 54 mem- 
bers by recommending withdrawal 
of top diplomatic representatives 
from Franco Spain. A British 


spokesman immediately an- 
nounced his country would “very 
shortly” recall] its Ambassador 
from Madrid. 

A Government source in London 
said Sir Victor Mallet, British 
Ambassador to Spain, would be 
recalled in accordance with the 
U.N, resolution, adopted last 
night, declaring the Government 
of Generalissimo Francisco France 
to be a “Fascist regime.” The in- 
formant said D. F,. Howard would 
be designated British charge 
d’affairs in Madrid and that the 
embassy probably would be re- 


on a resolution for setting up arms 
reduction machinery, it decided to 
pass the troop inventory question 
to the Security Council along with 
tM arms limitation program for 
detailed consideration. 

Russia had initiated the troop 
census debate by proposing that 
all nations report immediately on 
the number of troops they had in 
alien non-enemy countries. The 
question later was broadened to 
include forces in enemy countries 
and, finally domestic troops as 
well. It became so complicated by 
amendments, including a British 
proposal for a verification and in- 
spection agency, that the commit- 


tee became hopelessly deadlocked. 
Compromise Resolution, 

The final action was on a come 
promise resolution offered by As- 
sembly President Paul-Henri 
Spaak, of Belgium, who proposed 
that the Assembly “call on the 
Security Council to determine as 
soon as possible what information 
member states may be invited to 
give.” In contrast with the 
unanimity on the broader arms 
limitation program, the commit- 
tee found itself snarled in a long 
procedural wrangle which ended 
in adoption of the Spaak resolu- 
tion. 

The compromise resolution 
rejecting the troop question for 
the time being was approved by a 
vote of 29 to 4, with Russia among 
those against it. There were six 
abstentions, 

Both the arms limitation plan 
and the troop census resolution 
now go to the Assembly, where 
the arms reduction resolution was 
assured of Assembly approval.

This made possible comple- | 
tion of the peace treaties with 
Italy, Bulgaria, Hungary, Ro- 
mania and Finland, and agree- 
ment on a program for tackling a 


German peace settiement at Mos- 
cow March 10. 

Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Moletov, whose concessions on 
Trieste and many lesser issues 
made possible completion of the 
treaties here, told his colleagues 
that “we accomplished an enor- 
mous amount of work in Paris,” 
at the peace conference and Big 
Four conferences and at the 
earlier meetings in London in the 
fall of 1945. 

Remarks by Byrnes. 

Molotov, United States Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes, 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin, and French Deputy For- 
eign Minister Maurice Couve de 
Murville, all agreed that — as 
Byrnes expressed it— “the experi- 
ences of the members of the Coun- 
cil in the negotiations of these 
five treaties will be of great value 
to us in the consideration of the 
German treaty.” 

“We know each other better,’ 
Byrnes told his, colleagues. “We 
know the problem, and I look for- 
ward with confidence to the solua- 
tion of the very difficult problems 
involved in the German treaty.” 

The concluding meeting here 
ran to 122 the total number of 
sessions the Big Four ministers 
have heid on the satellite peace 
treaties this year. 

Since it had previously been de- 
cided to begin hearings on small 
nations on Germany in London 
in January, and to sign the five 
satellite treaties at Paris Feb. 10 
preliminary to the Big Four meet- 
ing in Moscow, last night's final 
meeting was devoted largely to 
clearing away details of decisions 
already made. 

Several Items Acted @n. 

The only controversial point de- 
cided, a result of another conces- 
sion by Molotov, was agreement 
that civil airplanes should have 
the richt to make distress land- 
ings in the five former enemy 
countries. Other action taken in-

Final agreement on a six-point 
agenda covering work on the Ger- | 
man and Austrian settlement for 
the Moscow meeting. 

Forma! publication of a decision 
to hold an international conference 
on Danube navigation within six 
months after the Balkan peace 
treaties become effective.

Formal signing of a _ protocol 
stating that the governor of

A decision that the final texts 
of the satellite peace treaties 
should be published on the day 
after they are delivered in Wash- 
ington to the representatives of 
the 26 governments, Allied and 
ex-enemy, which are to sign them. 


U.S, TO CUT FORCE IN REICH 
35 PER CENT BY NEXT JULY 


BERLIN, Dec. 13 (AP) — The 
American military government is 
continuing on schedule the pro- 
gram for reducing its personnel 
in Germany by approximately 35 
per cent by next July, Lt. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, deputy military 
governor, said today. 

Clay said it was intended to re- 
duce the force from approximate- 
ly 6000 in October to 5000 by Jan. 
1 and to 4000 by July 1, 1947. The 
reduction, he said, is being ef- 
fected chiefly on local levels in 
the American zone “where we are 
able to do it as we turn more re- 
sponsibility over to the Germans 
and military government assumes 
more and more a supervisory 
function.”

OLLOWING is the text of the statement issued last night by 
Walter Reuther, president of the CIO United Automobile Workers, 
on the union's wage objectives: 


The international executive 
board of the UAW CIO today es- 
tablished the figure of 23% cents 
per hour as the union’s demand 
for a general wage increase. This 


‘demand is in addition to the al- 


ready announced proposals for an 
equalization fund, a program of 
social security and a retirement 
plan for the workers in the in- 
dustry. 

A wage increase of 23% cents 
per hour is necessary to restore 
to the workers in our industry 
what has been taken from them 
by the rise in the cost of living 


since the beginning of the year.' 


At that time the United States 
Government recommended the 
18% cents increase in order to re- 
store to the workers what they 
had lost during the war as a re- 
sult of controls which held wages 


_|to a rigid formula while the cost 


of living moved up rapidly. 
Simce that time, the drive of 


major industries to smash price 
control has gained its ends, and 
our workers along with all other 
American families are 
the price for the surrender of 
Congress and of the Govern- 
ment to industry pressure. Liv- 
ing costs are now nearly 18 per 
cent higher than last January, 
and require that auto industry 
wages be increased 23% cents 
an hour across the board to re- 
store to them the purchasing 
power of thelr hourly wages, 
averaging $1.33 an hour, which 
they were receiving after the 
18% cent increase. 

Justice to the workers requires 
that they shall not be penalized 
by an inflation which they did 
not want, which they fought 
against, and which has been 
forced upon them by the un- 
bridled power of the great cor- 
porations which lead American 
industry. Catching up with in- 
immediate and im- 
perative demand of our workers. 

But a cost-of-living adjustment 
in wages cannot be and will not 
be the total measure of the con- 
tribution which organized labor 
must make to the wellbeing of 
the workers and the prosperity of 
the nation. 

Our present demands initiate 
measures for the security of the 
workers against the hazards of 
iliness and old age in an industry 
where the human factors are sub- 
ject to the strain of a high tempo 
technology. 

We shall continue to press for 
wage increases without price in- 
creases, so that the people of this 
country shall have the purchas- 
ing power to maintain full pro- 
duction and full employment and 
to asstire wide distribution of na- 
tional prosperity throughout the 
entire population. 

The wage demands which we

true in 1946 and it will not be 
true in 1947 that higher wages 
must be followed by higher 
prices. The answer to that lie 
is now being furnished by the 
profits which are piling up out 
of the high prices Consumers 
are forced to pay. 

Corporations are coining prof- 
its at a far greater rate than 
even In the past, in peace or in 
war. During the fourth quarter 
of the year total take-home prof- 
its (after taxes) of all corpora- 
tions are running at a rate of 15 

billion dollars a year. Their 
best profits during the war were 
just ander 10 billion dollars, and 
their normal take-home profits 
in the years before the war were 
less than five billion dollars. 

We go into the year 1947 
equipped with the most inflated 
boom that ever preceded a bust 
in all the long history of private 
enterprise in the United States. 
The coal strike will reduce fourth- 
quarter profits below the figure 
predicted. But the high profit 
margins, the wide spread between 
costs and selling prices, remain. 

This reckless campaign of prof- 
iteering, made possible by wreck- 
ing of price control, is Act Two 
in the performance which Ameri- 
can business has been staging for 
the education of the American 
people. 

Act One opened before V-J day. 
Under the barrage of industry 
propaganda the American people 
have forgotten who pulled the plug 
on price controls. Months before 
any union in our basic industries

advanced a demand for higher 
wages, industry was trying to 
break down the door of the OPA 
with their demands for higher 
prices. Auto manufacturers were 
demanding postwar price _ in- 
creases six months before the war 


was over and well in advance of 
any wage demands. 

After V-J day Genefal Motors 
Corp. revealed the postwar big- 
business plan when it rejected 
our union’s demand that it pay 
wage increases without increasing 
prices. The steel industry acted 
its part in the same play by re 
fusing even to meet the CIO Steel- 
workers until John Snyder at the 
White House surrendered to its 
pressure and promised a price _n- 
crease of $5 a ton, a price increase 
which gave the steel corporations 
approximately $2 in prices for 
every dollar they paid the workers 
in wage increases. 

These two corporationg and 
their big business allies ruth- 
lessly carried out their program 
to soak consumers for every 
wage rise won by their work- 
ers. OPA became an easy tool 
in their hands, and Congress fol- 
lowed through by destroying the 
OPA. Then followed the bar- 
rage of propaganda to place on 
labor’s back the blame for the 
inflaticn which industry thrust 
upon the nation. 

Act Two now gives the lie to 
this preposterous performance. 
Record breaking profits of in- 
dustry and trade all down the 
line are furnishing concrete 
proof that labor was right last 
year when it said that wages 
could be increased without rais- 
ing prices. While automobile 
and a few other industries, held 
back by matérial shortages, 
have not yet hit their high-profit 
stride they already have dem- 
onstrated how profitable they 
will be when their output 
reaches the prewar level. By its 

most recent price increase of 
$100 a car, General Motors dou- 
bled the profit margin it earned 
during the third quarter of 1946, 
and set the stage for tremendous 
future profits. The same resuit 
will follow from the Chrysler in- 
crease on Dec. 1, averaging over 
$59 a car, 

The coming year will determine 
what goes into Act Three of this 
big business extravaganza. It is 
widely predicted that business is 
to experience a recession, This is 
an economist’s word for reduction 
in prices, plant shut-downg and 
lay-off of workers—a short depres- 
sion in which business lives off 
its fat and workers live on hope. 

If that is what 1947 holds in 
store for us, we shall have wit- 
nessed in compact and convincing 
form the tragic irresponsibility 
and stupidity of those top busi- 
ness leaders who put profits ahead 
of people. Within two years of 
the end of the war we shall have 
seen them sacrifice their workers, 
their customers and their own 
security to their intemperate 
greed for profit. They threaten 
the security of our country and 
the peace of the world. 

As we see this spectacle played 
out before our eyes the American 
people must renew their determi- 
nation to win the wage-price fight. 

It is possible and it is impera- 
tive for American workers and for 
all American families to win the 
greatly increased incomes which, 
at prices within their means, will 
enable them to buy and enjoy the 
products of full production and 
full employment,

Among the gifts, the report 
charged, were $2000 to an officer 
of the company who was receiv- 
ing a $33,000 annual salary and 
$381 to pay traveling expenses in- 
curred on a trip made by the of- 
ficer’s ‘ wife. 

Another officer drawing a sal- 
ary of $15,000 had $1030 in medical 
bills paid, the report said, while 
a dental bill of $393 was paid for 
an officer receiving $19,000 an- 
nually. 

The report added that while 
these alleged practices were con- 
tinuing,.employes receiving (sal- 
aries generally of less than $3000 
a year borrowed money from the 
company to meet any emergency 
expenses and “discharged the debt 
through deductions from salary.”

Representa- 
tive Sets Damage From 
Soviet Occupation at 
2 Billions, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)— 


Edwin W. Pauley, President Tru- 


man's reparations representative, 
puts squarely on Russia the “ma- 
jor responsibility” forthe “wrecked 
condition” of Manchurian industry. 
Destruction that accompanied 
Soviet confiscation and removal of 


foodstuffs and machinery, Pauley 
declares in a formal report to the 
President, indicate there were 
“long-range strategic reasons” be- 
hind the Russian action. 

The report, dated Nov. 12, has 
been distributed to some Congress- 
men. 

“The chaos caused by the So- 
viets,” it said, “has produced a 
condition of instability both po- 
litically and economically which 
will take a long time to correct. 
It left a populace cold, hungry and 
full of unrest.” 

With its abundant natural re- 
sources and _ industrial plants, 
Pauley continued, Manchuria 
would have been the logical point 
to begin the rehabilitation of 
China. / 
Pauley, who made an inspection 
trip to Manchuria last June and 
July, said “two billior® dollars is 
considered to be a conservative 
estimate of the damage” to Man- 
churia resulting from the Soviet 
occupation, 

"The difference in condition of 
the Manchurian industrial plant 
between Japanese surrender and 
the dates the Pauley mission made 
its survey is appalling,” the report 
said. 

“How much of the wrecked con- 
dition is a direct result of Soviet 
removals and how much may be 
ascribed to pillage, civil war and 
other indirect consequences of the 
Soviet occupation cannot be accu- 
rately determined, In any case, 
the Soviet Government must bear 
the major responsibility.” 

Pauley said “the excuse that the 
articles removed were in the na- 
ture of ‘war booty’ and were des- 
perately needed to replace damage 
caused by the German invasion at 
home does not fully cover the sit- 
uation.” 

Pauley previously had given a 
similar account of Russian actions 
in Manchuria at a press confer- 
ence last July 23, shortly after his 
return from his trip to the Orient 
and to Europe. 

As an indication of “long range 
strategic reasons” for the Soviet 
policy, Pauley said in his report 
that an entirely different line was 
followed in Korea, where there 
were practically no capita] re- 
movals or destruction of industry.

to Massacres. 


LONDON, Dec. 13 (UP)—La- 
borite A. V. Alexander accused 
Winston Churchill today of an “ir- 
responsible statement” in attribut- 
ing to the British Government an 
action which he said touched off 
massacres in India unparalleled 
since 1857. 

Laborites and Conservatives in 
the House of Commons bandied 
stern words as they debated the 
Indian situation for the second 
straight day. Churchill as leader 
of the opposition had forced the 
debate over Laborite objections. 

Alexander, Minister-designate of 
Defense and a member of the re- 
cent cabinet mission to India, de- 
plored the opposition’s insistence 
on debate In the present “critical 
circumstances.” He bluntly re- 
jected. Churchill’s assertion that 
the Government's policy had not 
been indorsed substantially by the 
British people. 

He said he rejected Churchill's 
premise as “completely false if he 
suggested Government responsibil- 
ity for the impulse which gave 
rise to many tendencies dominant 
in India today.” 


Defends Cripps. 

He accused Churchill of an “un- 
fair attack” on Sir Stafford Cripps, 
“who has never spared himself in 
efforts to achieve goodwill and 
co-operation of both sides in In- 
dia.” 

Referring to Churchill's charge 
that the Government had made “a 
cardinal error when they invited 
the Congress party to nominate 
an interim government” for India, 
Alexander added: 

“I was deeply shocked to hear 
Churchill go on to say that this 
action precipitated a_ series of 
massacres over wide regions un- 
paralleled in India since 1857.” 

He repudiated other Conserva- 
tive charges that the rupture be- 
tween the Indian Congress party 
and Moslem League was final and 
irrevocable. 

Earlier in the debate, Sir John 
Anderson, former governor of 
Bengal, rejected the Moslem con- 
cept of an independent Moslem 
state. “In that respect, I agree 
with the cabinet mission's com- 
ment,” he said. 

Anderson, an Independent, ac- 
cused the Labor Government of 
committing a “blunder of the first 
order” in India. He asked the 
Government to give assurance 
that British administration would 
be kept in condition to “discharge 
effectively responsibilities still to 
be borne.” 

Moslem Statement Expected. 

A Moslem League statement Is 
expected tomorrow. 

Mahomed Ali Jinnah, league 
president, invited newspaper men 
to a conference tomorrow morn- 
ing. He has made no public state- 
ment since he came here for the 
recent unsuccessful talks with 
British officials, in which Viceroy 
Wavell, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru 
of the predominantly Hindu Con- 


gress party and Sardar Baldev 
Singh of the Sikhs also took part. 

Churchill in debate last night, 
said failure of the independence 
plan was likely and expressed fea 
of civil war that would bring an 
“awful abridgment” of India's 
population. 

“Any attempt to establish a 
reign of Hindu numerical major- 
ity in India will never be achieved 
without civil war,” he warned 
“This war will, before it is de- 
cided, lead to an awful abridge- 
ment of the Indian population. 

“Whatever happens, we must 
not allow British troops or Brit- 
ish officers in the Indian Army 
to become the agencies or instru- 
ments for enforcing a caste Hindu 
domination upon the 90,000,000 
Moslems and 60,000,000 untouch- 
ables.”

Nehru Urges Assembly Adopt His 
Pian for Independent India. 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, leading 
minister of the interim govern- 
ment, today moved adoption in the 
constituent assembly of his resolu- 
tion for creation of an indepen- 


dent, sovereign republic in India. 
Shortly afterward, the assembly, 
in its fifth day, adjourned until 
Monday. 

Nehru, speaking for an hour, 
first in Hindustani and then in 
English, said Indian was “standing 
on the sword’s edge of the pres- 
ent” between a “mighty past and 
the mightier future.” 

“We know there are many ab- 
sentees here,” he said. “We regret 
that fact because we should have 
liked to associate ourselves with 
as many people and representa- 
tives from as many parts of India 
and-as many different groups as 
possible. I do hope at some fu- 
ture date this House will have the 
benefit of their co-operation.” 

Nehru declared the “time has 
come when we should rise above 
our little selves and party disputes 
and think of the great pgoblems 
before us.”

Jack Frye, president of Trans 
World Airline, said last night ina 
panel discussion at the Engineers’ 
Club of St, Louis, 4359 Lindell 
boulevard. 

Other speakers in the forum, 
which centered around the city’s 
future as an international air 
transport terminal, were George 
B. Logan, president of the Avia- 
tion Council of Metropolitan St. 
Louis, Inc., and Milton M. Kinsey, 


president of the Board of Public 
Service and chairman of the Mu- 
nicipal Airport Commission. 

Frye's prediction as to the de- 
velopment of international air 
traffic at inland points was made 
during a question period which 
followed the prepared talks. 

“The main international air 
trade center in this area may or | 
may not be St. Louis,” he said. 
“It will depend partly on the 
amount of traffic that is naturally 
available here, and partly on the 
initiative shown by residents and 
business interests of the area. No 
one is able to say definitely how | 
long it will be before such service 
will be staysted.” 

View on Airport Facilities. 

In answer to another question 
regerding facilities at Lambert- 
St Louis Field, Frye said he 
“didn’t come to St. Louis to get 
into the middie of an airport 
row, past, present or future.” 

“The field is adequate for 
planes that are now in use,” he 
added. “It isn't adequate for some 
we will be using two years from 
now. 

“I will say that the present city 
administration has always co- 
operated well when we came here 
with a problem. Our present chief 
complaint is on facilities for han- 
dling passengers in the terminal 
building, and that, of course, is in 
process of being temporarily reme- 
died.” 

Several questions were directed 
to Frye as to the advisability of 
developing an airport on the East 
Side, closer to downtown St. Louis 
than either Lambert-St. Louis 
Field or the Columbia Bottoms 
site. Except to note that “the 
New-York area has found it ad- 
vantageous to have several air- 
ports scattered around the city, 
so that passengers can get off 
where they want,” he refused to 
be drawn into the matter. 

He said that, on the advice of 
the company’s vice president in 
charge of public relations, he 
would not answer a question 
whether it would be better to de- 
velop an East Side site before 
Columbia Bottoms. He said he had 
“given St. Louis's airport plans a 
quick look,” and found them “in- 
teresting.” 

Airport Called Inadequate. 

Logan criticized present facili- 
ties at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
sharply. He said the single 6000- 
foot runway vas far from enough 
to make the field adequate for 
use as a major airport. After 
Kinsey outlined the stages of de- 
velopment of the airport to its 
present condition, Logan com- 
mented that “the present city ad- 
ministration doesn't have to expect 
to defend all of the faults of pre- 
vious administrations—only its 
own.” 

If it ig to become an interna- 
tional air center, he said, St. Louis 
needs an airport complete with 
runways for the largest planes, 
overhead cranes and other load- 
ing equipment, warehouses, office 
space for importers and exporters, 
customs, immigration and health 
officials, and a terminal building 
large enough and well enough 
equipped to handle all passengers 
comfortahly. 

‘The physical facilities are the 
amaliest obstacle to making the 
city such a center of international 
air trad., he continued, the chief 
one being a lack of unity on the 
part of those responsible for de- 
veloping the airport program, and 
mn lack of enthusiasm on the part 
of residents of the area. 

Views of Kinsey. 

Kinsey expressed himself as 
“puzzied by the term ‘internation- 
al airport,’ since we already have 
foor lines that serve St, Louis | 
which operate international 
routes.” 

“J don't see how airports for the 
starting and ending of interna- 
tional flights, together with their 
establishment as ports of entry, 
differ greatly or have much dif- 
ferent problems than any great 
domestic airport,” he went on. 

“The airlines have an operating 
difficulty with international 
routes,” Kinsey continued. “In ad-

Alderman Harry E. Stoffer of 
the Second Ward said today he 
has decided to oppose a bill he 
introduced into the Board of 
Aldermen which would revise the 
city’s electrical code, He explained 
that he had not realized the full 
implications of the measure when 
he introduced it at the request of 
the St. Louis Chapter of the Elec- 
trical Contractors of America and 
local unions of the AFL Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. 

Opponents have complained that 
certain maintenance work now 
performed by licensed electricians 
who are full-time employes. of 
large firms would have to be done 
by electrical eontractors if the 
bill is passed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 — Sec- 
retary of Labor Lewis B. Schwel- 
lenbach announced today that he 
is withholding federal funds for 
the payment of employes of the 
Missourl! Employment Service. 

“TI am “formally withholding 
funds from the state,” Schwellen- 
bach told a press conference. 
“They will have no employment 
service unless the Governor 
changes his mind.” 

About 700 employes of the em- 
ployment service in Missouri, in- 
cluding 225 in St. Louis, have not 
been paid since the state formally 
took over the former’ United 
States Employment Service last 
Nov. 18. The State and Federal 
governments have been unable to 
agree on salaries of the workers. : 

Schwellenbach said today that 
he is willing to advance federal 
funds temporarily until the mat- 
ter is settled if Gov. Donnelly asks 
him to. The Governor, however, 
has not made such a_ request, 
Schwellenbach asserted. 

The first allocation of Federal 
funds to pay salaries of State em- 
ployes was to total $227,500, cover- 
ing the period between Nov, 16 
and Dec. 31. 

Schwellenbach read an _e ex- 
change of telegrams between fed- 
eral and state officials. After 
asserting that they showed that 
Missouri apparently had accepted 
federal stipulations, he read a 
telegram he received yesterday 
from Gov. Donnelly. : 

The State Constitution and sta- 


tutes prevent compliance with the 
instructions of the Department of 
Labor, Gov. Donnelly said. He said 
his interpretation had been upheld 
by the State Attorney General. 

Schwellenbach sent a telegram 
to Gov. Donnelly today contend- 
ing that the Governor had failed 
to show a statutory basis for fail- 
ing to comply with the instruc- 
tions. “I am astounded to find you 
take this position at this late 
date,” he told the Governor. 

President Truman knows about 
the dispute, Schwellenbach told 
reporters, but when 
what the President’s position was 
on the matter, he referred them 
to the White House for any fur- 
ther information. 

In Jefferson City, Gov. Donnel- 
ly was in conference and could not 
be reached immediately for com- 
ment. Missouri is the only state 
in which such a dispute has arisen. 

The Government contends that 
under the law transferring the 
United States Employment Service 
to the states, each state is re- 
quired to take over the local or- 
ganization as a “going concern,” 
maintaining salaries and job 
classifications until adjustments 
can be made on a basis of merit. 
“Missouri placed a different in- 
terpretation on the law and tried 
to change and in most cases reduce 
classification and pay of employes 
on the date, last Nov. 18, that it 
was scheduled to take over the 
service from the Government. The 
state would disburse the salaries 
from a federal grant covering the 
entire amount.

Russia Fights Veto Resolution. 

While the Political Committee 
was winding up its work at Lake 
Success, the Assembly in plenary 


session at Flushing Meadow heard} % 


Russian Delegate Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky make a last-ditch fight 
to block approval of a watered- 
down Australian resolution on the 
big power veto. Vishinsky de- 
manded withdrawal of the Aus- 
tralian measure, which had been 
stripped of a clause censuring 
Russia for frequent use of the 
veto in the Security Council. 

The measure was virtually as 
sured of approval, however, when 
Australian delegate Norman J. O. 
Makin announced he would not 
press for the reinstatement of the 
censure clause. ‘Without this, it 
was said to be generally accept- 
able to the delegates. 

As the Assembly drove toward 
adjournment, which originally had 
been set for tonight but appar- 
ently would have to be postponed, 
the United States and Britain 
planned to send in their top-rank 
diplomats who, until last night, 
had been tied up. in the Council 
of Foreign Ministers sessions. 

British sources said Foreign Sec- 
retary Ernest Bevin would make 
his second appearance before the 
present session when the trustee- 
ship question comes up either to- 
day or tomorrow, It already had 
been announced that Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes would ad- 
dress the Assembly on the arms 
reduction question when it came 
up for final action. 

Siam Approved as Member. 

The Security Council yesterday 
wnanimously approved the appli- 
cation of Siam for membership in 
the United Nations. Machinery 
was put in motion immediately to 
speed the application through its 
various remaining stages, so that 
Siam might become the fifty-fifth 
member of the world organization 
at the current session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Turkey and The Netherlands 
were elected to the U.N. Economic 
and Social Council early today by 
the Assembly. Both had failed 
to poll the necessary two-thirds 
majority in several previous bal- 
lots for one vacant seat, Belgium 
resigned from the Council, leaving 
two vacancies and making it pos- 
sible to elect both candidates. 

The U.N. Financial and Budget- 
ary Committee approved a _ pro- 
visional pension plan for employes 
of the U.N. and its specialized 
agencies. 

The committee formally ap- 
proved a budget of $27,740,000 for 
1947. It also voted to cut its work- 
ing capital fund from $25,000,000 
to $20,000,000. With a balance of 
$6,000,000 in the fund, the remain- 
ing $14,000,000 will be added to 
the 1947 budget. Thus member 
governments will be asked to 
contribute $41,740,000 for next 
year.

was a “deacon of the First Baptist 
church and in the insurance busi- 
ness.” 

Prior to identifying the four 
checks, Newton had testified that 
he had made “about a million dol- 
lars” in fees from the contracts 
since 1940. 

Ferguson asked if Senator Bilbo 
had helped Newton obtain the 
contracts. 

“I don't know whether he 
(Bilbo) helped us get any but I 
tried to get him to help,” Newton 
replied. 

Senator Bilbo, sitting a few feet 
away, chuckled. 

Bilbo told a reporter to note 
that Gandy’s signature on the 
backs of the checks appeared be- 
low his. He said that meant that 
“I turned the money over to 
Gandy and he put it in the bank.” 

Newton told about coming to 
Washington with B. L. Knost, 
another Mississippi contractor, 
and Edwin Jones, a Charlotte 
(N.C.) contractor, to talk with 
Bilbo and Army officials about 
obtaining the contract to con- 
struct Keesler field at Biloxi, 
Miss. This job cost the Govern- 
ment nearly $14,000,000 with a 
$265,000 “fixed fee” for the con- 
tractors. 

Frequent Talks With Bilbo. 

Newton told the committee he 
frequently had come to Washing- 
ton to talk with Bilbo about get- 
ting war contracts and had ob 
tained about 15 of them. 

All of the checks, he said, were 
made out by him on the account 
of Newton and Glenn, contractors, 
but he had not consulted Glenn 
about these matters. 

Frank Glenn, sitting beside 
Newton as he testified, Iinterpo- 
lated that the partnership had 
ended in March 1943, after oper- 
ating for a year and a half, 

Jones, of the J. A. Jones Con- 
strucion Co. of Charlotte, testi- 
fied that his firm had donated 
$500 to a church in Mississippi 
after being told that Bilbo was 
interested in it.

Text of U.N. Resolution Urging 
Diplomatic Break With Spain

OLLOWING 18 the text of the 


F 


Relations between Spain and 
the United Nations: 

The peoples of the United Na- 
tions, at San Francisco, Potsdam 
and London condemned the Fran- 
co regime in Spain and decided 
that as long as that regime re- 
mains, Spain may not be admitted 
to the United Nations. 

The General Assembly, in its 
resolution of Feb. 9, 1946, recom- 
mended that the members of the 
United Nations should, act in ac 
cordance with the letter and the 
spirit of the declarations of San 
Francisco and Potsdam. 

The peoples of the United Na- 
tions assure the Spanish people of 
their enduring sympathy and of 
the cordial welcome awaiting them 
when circumstances enable them 
to be admitted to the United Na- 
tions. 

The General Assembly recalls 
that in May and June 1946, the 
Security Council conducted an in- 
vestigation of the possible further 
action to be taken by the United 
Nations. The subcommittee of the 
Security Council charged with the 
investigation found unanimously: 

“(a) In origin, nature, struc- 
ture and general conduct, the 

Franco regime is a Fascist re- 
gime patterned on, and estab- 
lished large}y as a result of aid 
received from Hitler's Nazi Ger- 
many and Mussolini's Fascist- 
Italy. 

“(b) During the long struggle 
of the United Nations against 
Hitler and Mussolini, Franco, 
despite continued Allied  pro- 
tests, gave very substantial aid 
to the enemy powers. First, for 
example, from 1941 to 1945, the 
Blue Infantry Division, the 
Spanish Legion of Volunteers 
and the Salvador Air Squadron 
fought against Soviet Russia on 
the Eastern front. Second, in 
the summer of 1940, Spain seized 
Tangier in breach of interna- 
tional statute, and as a result of 
Spain maintaining a large army 
in Spanish Morocco large num- 
bers of Allied troops were im- 
mobilized in North Africa.

MERGERDROPPED 


Move Evokes Speculation 
North American Co. 
May Withdraw From 
Utility Field. 


North American Co.’s plan for 
an operating merger of Illinois 
Power Co, and Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri has been dropped, the 
giant utility holding company an- 
nounced today. Abandonment of 
the merger plan was one of the 
terms for settlement of claims and 
counterclaims involving many mil- 
lions of dollars which existed be- 
tween North American and two 
of its subsidiaries, Illinois Power 
and North American Light & 
Power Co. 

Discard of the merger plan, an 
unexpected move, promptly evoked 
speculation as to whether North 
American might eventually dispose 
of Union Electric and withdraw 
from the utility field altogether. 
The holding company declined to 
discuss it, but some observers in 
financial circles argued that North 
American would hardly desire to 
continue in the utility field solely 
for the purpose of holding Union 
Electric stock. 

Illinois Power, which hag bit- 
terly opposed the merger with 
Union Electric, under the settle- 
ment will achieve its objective of 
breaking away from North Amer- 
ican and becoming a wholly inde- 
pendent, publicly owned utility. 
It supplies electric and gas serv- 
ice in a large central western area 
of Illinois adjoining Union Elec- 
tric territory. 


Power Contract to Be Revised. 

The contract under which IIlli- 
nois Power bought a large part of 
its power from Union Electric, at 
terms which Illinois Power claimed 
to be excessive, will be revised, it 
was announced. Illinois Power 
had attacked the contract, claim- 


ing it was not a free agent when 
the agreement was made, due to 
domination by North American, 
which also controls Union Elec- 
tric. 

Other phases of the comprehen- 
sive settlement, terms of which 
are subject to approval by the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, provide that: 

The transaction by which IIli- 
nois Power in 1932 acquired from 
North American Light & Power 
securities of the Central Termina) 
Co., which owns the Illinois Ter- 
minal Building at Twelfth and 
Delmar boulevards, will be re- 
scinded, Illinois Power returning 
to North American Light & Power 
all Central securities in now holds, 
and North American Light & 
Power paying Illinois Power $6,- 
800,000 in cash, 


To Buy Half of Stock Quota. 

North American Light & Power 
will exercise one-half of the war- 
rants it holds by purchasing 150,- 
000 shares of Illinois Power com- 
mon stock at the warrant price 
of $30 a share, and will surrender 
to Illinois Power for cancellation 
the remaining warrants covering

Consummation of the reorgani- 
zation plan for the Frisco Lines 
was ordered yesterday by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore. 

The plan calls for the 4955-mile 
rail system to emerge from 14 
years of trusteeship on Jan. 1, 
when new officers are to take 
charge under a five-year plan of 
court-supervised operation. 

Judge Moore dismissed a peti- 
tion of the old Frisco corporation 
and the unsecured creditors urg- 
ing that, in view of the railroad’s 
greatly improved financial posi- 
tion, the reorganization plan be 
remanded to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for further 
atudy. 

In giving his reasons for this 
action, the Court pointed out that 
on Jan. 1 there will remain about 
$119,000,000 in bondholders’ claims 
unsatisfied by the present plan. 
He asserted there was no prospect 
of economic developments in the 
Frisco system of such magnitude 
as to justify any hope by stock- 
holders and unsecure creditors 
for participation in the reorgan- 
ized railroad, in view of the large 
amount of senior claims. 

Decline in Earnings. 

He pointed out that net earn- 
ings of the Frisco had been re- 
duced recently as a result of a de- 
cline in gross earnings and a 
sharp increase in operating ex- 
penses. 

“All these factors have had their 
effect on the prospective value of 
the new securities to be issued 
under the present plan,” Judge 
Moore said. “Both bonds and 
stocks of the new issues are sell- 
ing on the when-issued market at 
drastic discounts from their stated 
value.”

were confirmed by Judge Moore. 
Anticipating a favorable ruling by 
the court, the reorganization man- 
agers already had made arrange- 
ments for the new Board of di- 
rectors to meet here next Tuesday 
to elect officers. 

Clark Hungerford of Washing- 
ton, vice president of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads, is 
thought to be the reorganization 
managers’ choice for the presi- 
dency.

Louis, now sole trustee of the 
Frisco, is to be proposed for the 
board championship.

Government Asserts Ef- 
fort to Seize Police 
Headquarters, Prison 
Was Suppressed. 


ASUNCION, Dec. 13 (AP)—The 
Paraguayan Government an- 
nounced today the suppression of 
what it described as an attempt 
by “groups of anarchist elements” 
to seize control of police head- 
quarters, a military school and 
the national prison, 

A demonstration organized by 
students to support the Army’s 
recent call on political parties in 
Paraguay’s Government to cease 
their quarreling was broken up 
by gunfire here last night. 

Some persons were wounded. 

A communique said it was not 


possible t0O identify the persons 
responsible nor the motives for 


, the trouble, but that the injured 


were the victims of knives or re- 
volvers, rather than police guns. 
All the nation was declared quiet 
today. 

President Higinio Morinigo re- 
sumed conferences with leaders of 
his coalition government, the 
Colorado and Febrerista parties, 
in an effort to solve the political 
crisis.

Rescue Workers Hunt for 
13 Missing — 2 Boys 
Held After Fire in Ad- 
joining Building. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP) — 
Weary workers who dug the 
bodies of 238 persons from the 
wreckage of a collapsed tenement 
house gave up hope today for the 
lives of 13 others believed buried 
under tons of rubble. The six- 


story tenement was crushed 
yesterday when the wall of an 
adjoining building, wrecked by a 
five-alarm fire, collapsed. 

Two of the latest bodies found 
were those of a six-month-old baby 
and an unidentified nude man in 
a bathtub. 

As the body of Rose Fucci, 15 
years old, was extricated, police 
said they planned to set three 
steam shovels to work on the 
ruins. More than 30 persons were 
injured in the building. Workers 
had previously carefully dug by 
hand because they feared heavy 
machinery would cause more 
crashes, 

The building, In upper Manhat- 
tan, housed 22 families. 

Rescue workers toiled all night 
in the glare of searchlights. 

Shortly after 1 a.m. today — 
nearly 24 hours after the building 
was wrecked as a result of a fire 
in the adjoining abandoned ice 
house—the bodies of a mother and 
two children were removed from 
the debris. One child still clutched 
a gaily wrapped Christmas pack- 
age. 

They were identified as Mrs. 
Elizabeth Biancardi, 37 years old, 
and Joyce, 12, and Lucille, 8. 

The body of another Biancardi 
daughter, Monica, 6, was removed 
several hours later. 

The ice house fire, which 
started about 11 p.m. Wednesday, 
was the second in the plant in @ 
few hours. ‘The earlier one, oc- 
curring around 5 p.m., was put 
out swiftly by firemen. 

Two boys, Joseph McCabe, 13, 
and Joseph Elio, 10, were arrested 
last night and held as juvenile de- 
linguents on arson charges in con- 
nection with the earlier fire. They, 
along with two other boys, had 
been questioned by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Jacob Grumet. 

Fire Marshal Thomas P. Bro- 
phy, in a report to Mayor William 
O'Dwyer, said the first fire was 
caused by “mischievous boys.” 

The wrecking of the tenement, 
Brophy reported, was caused “by 
weakening of roof beams” of the 
ice plant by the second biaze, 
“which apparently had been burn- 
ing intensely for some time be- 
fore its discovery, resulting in the 
roof caving in and pushing out 
the north wall,”

COMMITTEE of the American Society of Newspaper Editors 
recommended today that a special group be appointed to review 
at intervals the State Department’s distribution abroad of in- 


formation, news and policy material concerning the United States. 
The survey committee of eight, appointed last April, reported to 
a meeting of the A.S.N.E. board of directors here that it had reached 
this conclusion by unanimous vote: 
“The present uncertainties in international relations justify an 
effort by the United States Government to make its activities and 


its policies clear to the people of 
up in the State Department, 


“Your committee recognizes, 
however, the dangers inherent in 
Government dissemination of news 
and suggests that the society ap- 
point a special committee to re- 
view at intervals the work of the 
State Department agency and 
make its findings available to the 
membership.” 

As for the State Department’s 
“distribution of official texts and 
operation of the libraries of 
American books and sources all 
over the world,” the committee 
said it is in “complete agreement.” 

Committee Members. 

W. R. Howard, editor,, Cleveland 
News, was chairman of the com- 
mittee. Other members were 
George Cornish, managing editor, 
New York Herald Tribune; Mrs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby, executive edi- 
tor, Houston Post; Edwin L. 
James, managing editor, New 
York Times: Ben M. McKelway, 
editor, Washington Star; Hamilton 
Owens, editor in chief, Baltimore 
sunpapers; Ben Reese, managing 
editor, St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
and Gideon Seymour, executive 
editor, Minneapolis Star-Journal. 

The State Department agency 
which disseminates the matter in 
question is the Office of Interna- 
tional Information and Cultural 
Affairs, headed by Assistant Sec- 
retary William Benton. 

Its operations have been a mat- 
ter of controversy in Congress 
and elsewhere. During the war, 
the major American news serv- 
ices furnished news to the Office 
of War Information and the Of- 
fice of Inter-American Affairs for 
broadcast and distribution other- 
wise over the world. 

Last January, the Associated 
Press and the United Press ended 
service to the State Department 
OIC, successor to the wartime 
agencies. 

With the war over, the stand by

Some members of the commit- 
tee indicated they were strongly 
influenced by the question of ex- 
pediency. Mrs, Hobby said: “I am 
compelled to the conclusion that

Called Government Task. 

Reese said that if the argument 
is accepted that there is necessity 
that “the American side of the 
world picture be disseminated as 
widely as possible,” only the na- 
tional Government has the means 
to do this in any major opera- 
tion. He said “I am convinced 
that private enterprise cannot and 
will not undertake this mission 
. «- 1 am in favor of supporting 
strongly adequate Congressional 
appropriations for the continuance 
of the State Department project.” 

Cornish expressed belief that 
where they are permitted and find 
it financially possible to operate, 
“the privdte press services can, 
I think, do a better job of dis- 
tributing day-to-day news than 
any Government agency ... in 
the vast areas where the press 
services do not operate, I think 
the State Department should by 
all available means present Amer- 
ican news.” 

McKelway said: “If it-is neces- 
sary to win friends and influence 
people abroad’ by Government 
broadcasts of news and opinion, 
let us frankly recognize the Gov- 
ernment’s program as an experi- 
ment in propaganda and not con- 
fuse that program with. the dis- 
semination of untainted news.” 

(A footnote explained that Mc- 
Kelway specified reference to the 
“harmless” Websterian definition 
of propaganda and “accepts Mr. 
Benton’s objections to the ‘evil’ 
connotations of the word as com- 
monly used in America.”) 

James said the issue “comes 
nearer a 651-49 proposition than 
anything I have been up against; 
I feel I could write a very good 
brief in defense of either side.” 

Seymour said: “Engagement in 
deliberate propaganda (in the 
purest sense) can only weaken our 
world position, . . , Certainly our 
State Department ought effective- 
ly to acquaint other peoples with 
our official policies and signifi- 


cant expositions of them — ade- 
quately interpreted.” 


GERMAN SAID TO HAVE SEEN 
WARTIN BORMANN IN SWEDEN 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 13 (UP) — 
B. Kotzovsky, a German business 
man, believed to be a leader in 
the Scandinavian underground, 


told police yesterday that he met 
Martin Bormann, missing Nazi 
Jeader, last April in south Sweden. 

Police questioned Kotzovsky for 
three hours but released him be- 
cause of insufficient evidence that 
he helped Nazi leaders escape 
from the Swedish town of Mal- 
moe to South America, a police 
spokesman said. 

Bormann’s presence in Sweden 
for two weeks last April was re- 
ported earlier by the newspaper 
Aftontidningen, which said he 
now is living in South America. 
Bormann, deputy leader of the 
Nazi party and appointed Adolf 
Hitler's heir in the last days of 
the Third Reich, was tried and 
convicted in absentia at the Nu- 
ernberg war crimes trials, He 
had been reported killed during 
the Russian attack on Berlin.

sugar shortage, 

The issue will center on the 
Truman administration’s policy of 
sharing sugar produced in the 
Caribbean area with Europe and 
Canada. This policy was started 
early in the war in order to assure 
this country’s fighting allies of 
essential supplies. 

Now that the war is over and 
world sugar production is increas- 
ing from the low levels to which 
it dropped in wartime, there are 
many who contend this sharing 
should be abandoned. 

Lining up on one side are many 
industrial users, such as candy- 
makers, bakers, soft-drink bottlers, 
and food processors. Like indi- 
vidual consumers, they are being 
rationed. They are allowed only 
60 per cent of the quantity they 
used in 1941. 

Want More Sugar. 

These users want more sugar. 
They have a potential market for 
more of their products than they 
can make with their limited sugar 
supplies. 

They say they could provide 
more jobs if they had more sugar. 
They argue that the employment 
level of sugar-using industries has 
been held down and that many 
small businesses dependent on 
sugar have been forced to suspend 
operations. 

Siding with these users are 
many individual consumers who 
have grown tired of being limited 
to ration levels averaging 25 
pounds a person a year. 

The total per capita supply 
available this year was about 73 
pounds, including that rationed 
directly to consumers and that 
granted industrial users. This 
compares with a per capita aver- 
age of 100 pounds before the war. 

A delegation of industrial users 
and distributors told Secretary of 
Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
recently that at least enough 
sugar should be made available 
to the United States in 1947 to 
re-establish per capita consump- 
tion to the prewar level.

Society—Wants

Senator O’Mahoney Links Development of 
‘Big Government’ With Growth of Organi- 
zation Power—Declares United States Is 
No Longer Nation of Individuals.

N what amounted to a valedictory statement as chairman of the 
Joint Congressional Committee on the Economic Report, Senator 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, told reporters yesterday 


the big task of the next Congress would be to get both the govern- 
ment and monopoly out of the economic lives of the people. 


The committee was set up, un- 
der the maximum employment act 
of 1946 (once known as the full 
employment act) to review the 
recommendations the President 
will make to Congress under the 
provisions of that act. Presum- 
ably, with the changed political 
complexion of the new Congress, 
a Republican will succeed O'Ma- 
honey as chairman, 

“All our troubles,” he told report- 
ers, “stem from the fact that we 
are no longer a nation of indi- 
viduals, but a nation of organiza- 
tions, industrial and commercial 
corporations, trade associations, 
agricultural associations, labor 
unions, consumer organizations, 
and all the rest.” 

Growth of Government. 

The growth of “big govern- 
ment” was a direct result of the 
evolution of these organizations in 
the course of the last 50 years, 
he said. The basis of a new eco- 
nomic order can be established, he 
suggested, only by recognition of 
this change from an individual to 
an organized economy. 

Protection of the individual in 
an organized economy, he went 
on, cannot be accomplished if we 
continue to give to organizations 
rights and privileges that belong 
only to individuals, 

“Unless, by law, Congress lets 
these organizations know just 
what they can and cannot do, 
there is no way of escaping the 
drift toward big government,” he 
said. 

O'Mahoney renewed recommen- 
dations he had made previously 
that Congress cal] a conference of 
business, labor, agriculture and 
other economic organizations to 
get their suggestions concerning 
a law that would define their 
powers, duties and responsibilities. 

In the meantime, he proposed 
strict enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws and national charters

for national organizations. The

O'Mahoney did not think the 
failure to set a staff to work so 
far hampered the work of the 
committee because “the facts 
which we must use are available 
to all—even to the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers.” The 
facts, he indicated, were to be 
found in reports of the T.N.E.C, 

The committee has seven mem- 
bers from the Senate, and seven 
from the House.

Hoodlums on the Job 


It was a nice day on the job. David M. 
(Chippy) Robinson and Steve Ryan, former 
Egan gangsters, appeared as usual in behalf of 
the contractors erecting the classroom building 
for St. Louis University, and everything went 
well, Construction workers were taking in about 
$250 a week, sometimes $385 with a lot of heavy 
overtime. 

Some of the high-priced workmen were spend- 
ing balf a day in nearby taverns. On the job, 
dice games kept going with easy money, Na- 
turally, there were no complaints—except from 
one honest workman who described the whole 
business as “pitiful.” © 

And that’s how gangsters have moved into the 
construction business here, according to offi- 
cials of the University. They investigated, 
found the construction costs of the new class- 
rooms were about $100,000 over the estimate, 
and called a halt. 

While the University was being victimized by 
hoodlums, another business was starting out. A 
former convict and gangster bought machinery 


‘for excavating work, and hung out his sign. 


And now John J. Church has resigned as 
executive secretary of the AFL grnaage and 
Construction Trades Council, effective Jan. 1. 
He had the job for 14 years, and in that time 
won honors for civic leadership. He says he is 
going to become a labor conciliator for Team- 
sters’ Local 688. Not a word about gangsterism 
in the building trade unions. Nothing but a 
pleasant assertion about a pleasanter future. But 
does it add up? 

Last fall the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
warned that gangsters would try to infiltrate the 
construction business here. Now the evidence 
is coming in. Reputable contractors have ad- 
dressed complaints to their association. They 
recognize that the goodwill of their industry and 
their own profits are at stake. For the unions, 
disruption and dictatorship may be on hand. 

For the city, it can become gangsterism ram- 
pant. With gambling and rackets flourishing 
across the river, with some of the money flow- 
ing this way, with the Capone mob trying to 
muscle in here and a dozen other places, gang 
war and gang murder seem on the way. Maybe 
well on the way. 

Primarily, this is the business of the building 
trades unions. Their members profited by the 
appearance of Robinson, Ryan and company at 
the University job. Only the school suffered— 
then. But with that kind of tie-up between 
unions and thugs, the heavy sugar can soon turn 
to vinegar. The records of Lawrence Camie and 
Ted Cronin with the Teamsters, and John P. 
Nick, the intimidator of the motion picture op- 
erators, shows how. 

Union men will be told what to do, how and 
what for, if the gangsters get control. They will 
be railroaded off jobs and out of membership if 
they don’t buckle under. They will take the rap 
and, if history reflects the future, the rap will 
be hard. Gangsterism in organized labor is like 
any other, and leads to murder. In the end the 
union will not be a union, but a gang, and the 
wrath of the whole people will be upon it. 

That is what a union invites, when men like 
Ryan and Robinson take on the job. The build- 
ing trades unions and the contractors should 
throw out these men and their accomplices. Too 
much is at stake for them, and for the housing 
program which St. Louis so badly needs, to let 
the power of gunmen raise a single saw or 
hammer, 


The Clock Ticks for Franco 

Though the demise of Franco as dictator of 
Spain has been:long deferred and is still uncer- 
tain, an important step was taken yesterday 
when the UN Assembly passed, 34 to 6, a reso- 
lution recommending that all members recall 
their Ambassadors and Ministers to Franco 
Spain.

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An Invitation to Defeat 

The Post-Dispatch’s state political correspond- 
ent, Curtis A. Betts, has been down to Southeast 
Missouri to find out just how James V, Conran, 
Prosecuting Attorney of New Madrid County, 
stands in his home community. After a thorough 
check, he reports that Conran, whom Senator 
Briggs has recommended to succeed United 
States Attorney Blanton, “must rely on his 
standing as a successful rural political boss 
rather than on wide legal experience for the ap- 
pointment.” 

Conran’s record fully justifies this conclusion. 
As a country political chieftain, long tied in with 
the Pendergast machine, he is eminently suc- 
cessful. His slates regularly carry New Madrid 
County by ample margins. County. government 
is government by those who stand in with Jim 
Conran. In the Pendergast style, it is government 
by him and his friends. While his record as 
Prosecuting Attorney is good, his record as 
practical politician is much better. That is what 
he works at. 

Should President Truman follow the Briggs 
recommendation, Conran will become the Fed- 
eral Government’s prosecutor for Eastern Mis- 
sourl. He would immediately be plunged into 
the complexities of Federal law. Mr. Betts finds 
that Conran has had little if any practice in the 
Federal Courts. He goes further in limiting 
Conran’s legal experience by saying that “it has 
been largely confined to that growing out of 
his position as Prosecuting Attorney.” 

This makes crystal clear what was already 
evident. Appointment of this Pendergast 
henchman would be a political reward. It would 
be a personal choice, on a friendship basis. It 
would not in anywise be an attempt to fill this 
important post with the best man available. 

Advisers close to Mr. Truman say that he is 
eager to win'a reputation as a good President 
in the second half of his term. He will win no 
such reputation in Missouri by accepting this 
purely political proposal from Senator Briggs. 

If this is not consideration enough, there is 
another aspect of the situation which should 
impress itself at the White House. The Republi- 
cans will enjoy a majority in the Senate which 
will pass on the nomination to succeed United 
States Attorney Blanton. This Republican ma- 
jority will want to know what the Senators from 
Missouri think of the appointment. The Missouri 
Senators will be two Republicans, Forrest C. 
Donnell and James P. Kem. Is there any doubt 
as to the advice they would give? 

To nominate Conran is to ask for a wholly 
unnecessary defeat at the outset of the new Con- 
gress.

Anti-Trust, A Good Investment 

Increased appropriations for the anti-trust di- 
vision of the Justice Department, as Wendell 
Berge proposes, would be money in the pockets 
of millions of Americans. 

Monopoly and cartelism keep prices up and 
quality down, constituting an invisible.tax on 
every purchaser. They limit employment, as has 
been amply demonstrated in the case of the 
Aluminum Co, of America, They soften a country 
industrially for military attack, as was evi- 
denced by this nation’s unreadiness to produce 
synthetic rubber at the start of the Second 
World War. They provide means through which 
companies in enemy nations can—and some- 
times do—trade across the battle-lines. 

What other functions of Government offers 
the possibility for service in so many useful 
ways? Yet the United States Government is 
spending thousands of dollars to break monop- 
olies, in the public interest, while private com- 
panies are spending millions to preserve them, 
against the public interest. 

The anti-trust division has never received 
more than $2,000,000 a year and some corpora- 
tions have spent as much as that to defend a 
single case, Mr. Berge points out. The conse- 
quence is that, while the division receives more 
than 650 complaints a year, it institutes only 
50 prosecutions and the 600 other cases go un- 
touched because of inadequate staff. We are 
getting just what we are paying for in anti- 
trust work, and it isn’t enough. 

Despite the meagerness of its funds and the 
vastness of its job, the anti-trust division in the 
past two or three years has brought suit to pro- 
tect consumers in an impressive number of 
lines. Its suits have included foods, drugs, pe- 
troleum, light bulbs, optical lenses, railroad 
freight transportation, Vitamin D, electrical 
equipment, artificial limbs, aluminum, cement, 
tobacco, matches, titanium, and other items, 

There is no one of the 140,000,000 Americans 
whose job opportunities, income and budget are 
not concerned in the Government’s efforts to 


' force healthy competition into these lines of 


business. More funds for the anti-trust division, 
to the point of adequacy, would be about as 
profitable an investment as they could make. ,

Gen. Pick’s Medicine Show

When opposition arose to Osceola Dam, a demonstration was 
staged to pressure Gov. Donnelly and Congressman Bennett, says 
Missouri Farmers’ Association journal; charges pork-barrel intent; 
derides pretense that Army Engineers do not play with propaganda. 


From the Missouri Farmer 


On Nov. 21, several carloads of outstate 
people, accompanied by a number of brass 
bands and headed by Maj. Gen, Lewis A. 
Pick, paraded around the streets of El 
Dorado Springs and generally put on a 
demonstration calculated ‘to arouse interest 
in the proposed huge dam at Osceola, 


Readers of the Missouri Farmer will re- 
member that appropriations for the big 
dam were held up when Congressman Ma- 
rion T. Bennett protested against it on the 
grounds that it would create more damage 
in his congressional district than the bene- 
fits woud be. 


We learn from on-the-spot witnesses that 
local business men at E! Dorado Springs 
did not know the demonstrators. They 
were strangers, mostly from Kansas, 


The parade was timed with the arrival 
of Gen. Pick (of Pick-Sloan plan fame), 
who addressed the curious onlookers over 
an outdoor loud-speaker system. Gen. Pick 
—whose Army Engineers have charge of 
the Pick part of the Pick-Sloan plan, which 
includes the lower end of the Missouri 
River—told his listeners that “I am not 
here to propagandize in favor of these 
(Osage basin) projects.” He said most of 
the projects “have been authorized by Con- 
gress, but for which funds, as yet, have 
not * been appropriated for construction 
work. 


A Claim of Noble Purpose 


“We of the Corps of Engineers have no 
desire to thrust upon the people of the 
valley something they do not want,” he 
declared. “Therefore, I suggest that you 
make known your desires to the proper 
state and federal officials. Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly of Missouri is a member of the 
Missouri! Basin Inter-Agency Committee. I 
am sure that he will give careful consid- 
eration to such suggestions.” 


Oh, no! The Army Engineers never prop- 
agandize! They never do any lobbying for 
appropriations in Washington, 


The whole demonstration at El Dorado 
Springs has all the earmarks of an organ- 
ized plan to build a fire under both Con- 
gressman Bennett and Gov. Donnelly. The 
Army Engineers have it in for Mr. Bennett 
because his objections to the Osceola dam 
put the “quietus” on the funds for its con- 
struction. They don’t like Gov. Donnelly 
because he took the other members of the 
Inter-Agency Committee and the Army En- 


gineers to task at a meeting in Lincoln, 
Nebr., recently for their scheme to put the 
heat on Congress and the President for 
more funds, 


You will remember that the Inter-Agency 
Committee is composed of four Governors 
in the Missouri River basin, plus repre- 
sentatives of several governmental agen- 
cies, including the War Department. Gov. 
Donnelly termed their plans “pork barrel 
tactics,” and told them that once in a 
while it becomes necessary for Missouri to 
look out for its own interests. 


Pure Case of Ballyhoo 


It is interesting that this organized dem- 
onstration at El Dorado Springs occurred 
AFTER Gov. Donnelly’s protest at the Lin- 
coln meeting of the Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee. It is noteworthy, too, that it was 
held in Mr, Bennett's congressional dis- 
trict, that it was not spontaneous combus- 
tion, and that it was apparently intended 
to make public officials believe the local 
people in the Osage River basin are clamor- 
ing for the big dam. But, of course—the 
Army doesn’t lobby. 


Spontaneous or not, a reporter from the 
Kansas City Star was on hand to write it 
all up in that influential newspaper. We 
can only conclude that the Star was either 
hoodwinked by the demonstration or was 
a party to it. In any case, without a full 
report of the event in the daily newspa- 
pers, it would have been a failure, for it 
is important to the Army Engineers to 
make an impression on public officials. 


The whole demonstration was a farce, 
and it ill-becomes a governmental agency, 
such as the Army Engineer Corps, to be a 
party to it. Gen, Pick can deny his re- 
sponsibility for the ballyhoo all he wants 
to, but the fact remains that he was there, 
made a speech, called on the people to 
pressure their Governor, and was generally 
the hero of the day! 

Meanwhile, local business men in E] Do- 
rado Springs didn’t like it a bit. We un- 
derstand they are now making plans to 
hold another demonstration of their own 
in order to express the true sentiments of 
the people living in the area. 


Meanwhile, also, neither Gov. Donnelly 
nor Congressman Bennett, nor the people 
of Cedar County will be fooled by the brass 
bands or the honeyed words of Maj. Gen. 
Lewis A, Pick. 


Petrillo Performs ‘a “Service”

The decision of Federal Judge Walter J. 
La Buy holding unconstitutional the Lea 
Act is far from unexpected. The very fact 
that the ill-written Federal statute has 
been described accurately as the anti-Pe- 
trillo law marked the fundamental flaw 
in its framing.

WHITE CAPS, THE STORY OF NURSING, by Victor 
Robinson. (J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia.) 
The history of nursing, as it has been 

compiled by Dr. Robinson, is in a great 

way the history of woman, for the nurse, 
long untrained, is as old as the human race,

It is only in recent time that the trained 
nurse has come into her own and gained 
the recognition that was long withheld. 
Her late emergence is called by Dr. Robin- 
son a sharp commentary on the follies and 
prejudices of mankind, the mirror in which © 
is reflected the position of woman through 
the ages, 


In a volume that reflects vast research 
and great devotion. Dr. Robinson renders 
to nurses and nursing the thorough cov- 
erage that in an earlier volume, “The Story 
of Medicine,” he gave to that profession. 
He traces the development of nursing from 
the hospitals of Hebraic antiquity to the 
tremendous hospitals and laboratories of 
today and the nearness to perfection that 
was attained in World War IL

It took that war, as he points out, to 
bring the American nurse to her national — 
stature and into her own as comforter and 
healer. For her final glory he tells of an 
American infantryman, badly wounded in 
the combat zone, who asked “How can 
you nurses be so cheerful here?” The nurse 
answered: “Men like you, soldier, you're the 
reason. No army nurse could look you in 
the eye if she couldn't take it, just the way 
you do.” 

There are chapters of gripping ‘interest 
about Florence Nightingale, Clara Barton 
and Edith Cavell. and many little-known 
women who won neither fame nor reward 
move through the pages, The march of the 
nurse across the centuries ts set down 
chronologically in an appendix and there 
are extensive bibliographical notes. The 
comprehensiveness of Dr. Robinson's study 
is true to his saying that “To no one race, 
to no single creed, belongs the discovery of 
compassion.”

THE WORLD'S GREAT SCRIPTURES by Lewis Browne. 

(The MacMillan Co., New York.) 

Lewis Browne, looking at the world we 
live in, finds bigotry surviving from the 
time when the peoples of earth with their 
religions were apart. But now that the 
world has shrunken he sees the need of 
banishing bigotry. As an authority in the 
field of comparative religions, and as the 
author of “This Believing World,” Browne 
felt that the cure for bigotry was to be 
found in understanding through knowing 
what our neighbors believe, and the way 
to find that out was to go to their scrip- 
tures. 

So to the world’s holy books be went— 
the books of Babylonia, Egypt, Hinduism, 
Buddhism, Confucianism. Taoism, Zoroastri- 
anism, Judaism, Christianity and Islamism 
—culling from them an anthology of more 
than 90 of their noblest texts on the ethical 
level, to the exclusion of the theological 
and ritualistic. His reason for that was a 
conviction that what the world needs is a 
keener awareness of kinship and nowhere 
is that kinship more marked than on the 
ethical level. 

Every religion, Browne points out, has 
the three aspects of faith, hope and charity, 
but charity is the greatest of these because 
it is the common denominator of all re- 
ligions. The book is embellished by more 
than 100 illustrative decorations and ani-

Joseph’s Dream. 


All this began with the vision 
of Sir John Boyd Orr, chairman 
of UN's food and agriculture or- 
ganization. At the FAO confer- 
ence in Copenhagen, Sir John pro- 
posed a world food board, That 
food board would have the power 
and the funda to buy up surpluses 
in a glutted market and sell them 
in needy areas. In effect, it was 
the dream of Joseph in the Bible 
applied not to Egypt alone but 
to the world. 
The question whether such an 
advanced plan would be accept- 
able to the big producing nations 
came up at once. There were 
grave doubts on this score, A com- 
promise was presented by John 
Strachey, Britain’s Food Minister. 
On the basis of this compro- 
mise, the 16 delegates to the con- 
ference in New York hope to 
agree. Under the British proposal, 
food surpluses would be accumu- 
lated by an international author- 
ity, but “no buffer stock could be 
set up without the consent of the 
countries concerned.” Such an 
authority would have the right to 
sell surpluses under certain re- 
strictions.,

While this plan's method would 
be complicated, the essence of it 
is simple, It would be aimed at 
preventing poverty and hunger in 
the midst of plenty.

Long Memory of Farmers. 


Acceptance of some such plan 
as the British propose might be 
much wider in this country than 
one would at first think. Our own 
farmers are acutely conscious of 
the ruin that came with the “over- 
production” and the disastrous 
prices of the late '20s and the early 
'30s. While organized crop re- 
striction helped to keep prices up, 
it can never be more than a tem- 
porary solution, 

Out in San Francisco, the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation is 
having a convention, The dele- 
gates, representing farmers 
throughout the country, are ‘con- 
sidering the wisdom of a plan like 
that put forward by the British.

REVIVED AGAINS| 
UTILITY FINANGIER 


U. S. Appeals Court Re- 


verses Dismissal of Case 
Against Harrison Wil- 
liams. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13—A suit 
against Harrison Williams, finan- 
cier, and associates to recover 
$39,000,000, allegedly milked from 
the Central States Electric Corp., 
hag been revived by a ruling of 
the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals here. 

The court, in a decision handed 
down Tuesday, found that the 
case was in federal jurisdiction, 
thus reversing a decision by 
United States District Judge Vin- 
cent L. Leibell last May 2, dis- 
missing the suit on the ground 
that jurisdiction rested only in 
State courts, 

Many allegations of mismanage- 
ment in the suit against 39 indi- 
viduals and six corporations would 
have been ruled out under statutes 
of limitations if the issues had 
to be tried in state courts. The 
appellate. court action will permit 
eventual settlement or trial of the 
accounting suit brought by Car! 
J. Austrian and Robert G. Butcher, 
trustees for reorganization in 
bankruptcy of the corporation. 

Williams, board chairman of. 
the North American Co., which 
controls Union Electric Co. of | 
Missouri, was gharged in the suit | 
with conspiring to loot the sub- 
sidiary “for his own personal 
profit.” The suit was filed in dis- 
trict court here in July, 1945. 

In arguing for trial in federal 
rather than state courts, the trus- 
tees contended the suit was part 
of reorganization proceedings and 
that they had filed it under orders 
of United States District Court at 
Richmond, Va., where the reor- 
ganization in bankruptcy had been 
initiated in 1942. 

Judge Leibell, in denying federal 
jurisdiction, had held that since 
his court was not the reorganiza- 
-tion court, the trustees could not 
maintain the action as ancillary 
to the bankruptcy without citing 
other grounds of jurisdiction. 

Other defendants in the suit tn- 
clude John Foster Dulles, an ad- 
Viser to the American delegation 
at the San Francisco United Na- 
tions conference and foreign af- 


fairs adviser to Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey in the 1944 presidential! 
campaign. He was named on the 
ground he was a director of 
Shenandoah Corp., formerly an in- 
vestment subsidiary of Central 
Btates.

The New Films

Still the Same Old Westera 


John Ford hag won an Oscar three times for direction, but 
you can be pretty sure he won’t win one for “MY DARLING 
CLEMENTINE,” at the MISSOURL It has the usual good 
photography, precise attention to detail and sharp minor charac- 
terizations found in Ford pictures. But too 
much of it is reminiscent Western stuff. - 

The story of Wyatt Earp and Doc Holli- 
day, the deadly gunmen pals of Tombstone, 
Ariz., in the '80’s has been told several times 
before—the characters could be last seen in 
“The Outlaw,” if anyone cared to look past 
Jane Russell. The script handed Ford has all 
Earp is a soft-spoken, mild guy who doesn’t even 


the cliches. 
carry a six-shooter, where contemporary accounts picture the 


famous deputy U. S. marshal as a powerful, booming-voijced 
lion. There is the fiery Mexican dance hall girl, the good 
girl from the East come to find her man, the drunken visiting 
tragedian. There is the operation by the drink-sodden tubercular 
Doc Holliday to try to save Chihauhua the Mexican spitfire 
after she is shot. Though it's done without anesthetic, the 
face of Linda Darnell, as Chihuahua, is as soft, beautiful and 
composed during it as in a love scene. (Incidentally, the oper- 
ation is quite an embellishment, as the real Doc Holliday was 
a dentist; but it wouldn’t have been dramatic for him merely 
to pull an aching molar.) Wyatt takes the short cut over the 
mountain to head off Doc. One of the Earps, firing from the 
hip, shoots old man Clanton off his horse at thirty yards (the 
original famous gun-fight between the Earps and the Clanton- 
McLowery gang in the O.K. corral actually took place at a 
distance of five feet.) 


We don’t mean to quibble over a reasonable amount of 
dramatic license. The point is, the writers have repeated the 
old Hollywood habit of doing incidents, not as they might 
factually have happened, but as movie audiences expect them 
to happen through countless repitition of the same cliches, 


Considering the handicap imposed by the script, Henry 
Fonda does a nice job as Wyatt Earp, giving the role a dry 
humor. Fonda is one of the few male stars in Hollywood 
who'd dare to wear a scraggly mustache (not as long as 
the soup-strainer Earp actually wore, it’s true, but enough to 
give an idea) and a bartender hatr-cut for the sake of good 
characterization. Not so Victor Mature. He is still just the 
same big hunk of handsomeness trying to be an actor. Such 
tried and true Ford stock players as J. Farrell MacDonald 
and Ward Bond, and Walter Brennan help things considerably. 


Incidentally, the advertising of this effort seeks to per- 
suade us Ciementine was pretty hot stuff—‘“Into the West, 
came Clementine, bringing new lustiness to its brawling, new 
danger to its loving ...” Actually, she’s just a sweet little 
girl, played by Cathy Downs, trying to persuade Doc Holliday 
to give up those $10,000 bets and two quarts a day and lead a 
wholesome life. We're always being disillusioned. 


The second feature is a Boston Blackie epic, “THE PHAN- 
TOM THIEF,” starring, guess who?—Chester Morris. 


Nocturne Makes Sour Music 


Speaking of stereotyped movies, “NOCTURNE,” at the FOX 
is a good example. It's a pale carbon copy of the better ones 
of the recent group of hard-boiled detective stories to be 


screened. Two primary rules are that the detective protagonist 
must be mercilessly beaten at one point in the 
story, and a hard-veneered, appetizing wench 
must be suspect, so you never know whether 
the detective will make love to her or clap on 
the handcuffs. For the sake of variation, the 
sleuth in this one is on the police force, in- 
stead of being a private investigator, and 
shows, as the result of his beating, only a 
dainty piece of band-aid over a temple. George Raft moves 
woodenly through the tiresome business, coming out of his 
poker-faced haze only occasionally to show some of the fistic 
technique that make him give up professional boxing as a 
bad job after 25 fights, according to his own publicity. Lynn 
Bari doesn't add anything to it either, except to slip in a 
hasty line at the end to prove she’s a good girl after all—that 
expensive mink coat she wore was just borrowed, really. 


The second feature is “BEDLAM,” a melodrama about 
the eighteenth century English madhouse, featuring Boris Karl- 
off as the venal superintendent, and Anna Lee as a reformer 


who leads a revolt against him. 


Retribution—Hollywood Version 


HE film version of Ben Ames Williams’s novel, “THE 
T srmance WOMAN,” showing at LOEW’S STATE, suc- 

ceeds in making Hedy Lamarr, in the tile role, a very 
wicked person indeed. She connives to marry the wealthiest 

man in town, makes love to his weakling 
son under hig nose, goads the son into a 
state where he drowns his father, then gives 
him the pitch, turns him into a drunkard 
and lets him hang himself at his cabin. With 
his body still warm, she tricks the fiance 
of her best friend into staying all night with 
her at the cabin, then marries him, and sets 
out to be the richest person in Maine, in the days when it 
was a booming state, 

All this is, of course, too much for the Johnston office 
unless she gets her comeuppance. In the book, it was a long- 
winded affair about a shipwreck. In the screenplay by Herb 
Meadow, she is killed off with suddenness and dispatch by 
wrecking her carriage, thus relieving a knotty problem. How- 
ever, there's no drama in the denouement. It’s quite flat. Miss 
Lamarr does a fair job, for her, of Jenny Hager. Gene Lock- 
hart, Louls Hayward and George Sanders are her foils. Best 
-bit is by the star of another day, Ian Keith, as an evangelist 
who makes Jenny squirm with fear of hell-fire.

HE last part of making sweet 
T potato balls may sound like 

punishment is being inflicted. 
If the hot potatoes are held be- 
tween the folds of a heavy dish 
towel or with heavy canvas gloves 
on the hands, it is easy and safe 
to cut them opén and scoop out 
the insides. If they are dropped 
into a hot mixing bowl to do the 
mashing and blending, the heat 
will be conserved, and shaping the 
balls not too perfectly with two 
tablespoons and poking the pine- 
apple through to their center with 
the handle of a teaspoon or a 
wooden skewer also helps hold in 
the heat. If a little speed is used 
in rolling the balls in the cereal 
flakes, the potatoes can move into 
the oven while they are still quite 
warm and the time for heating 
thoroughly to the center will be 
considerably reduced. This, like 
many other cooking processes, re- 
quires speed to obtain the best re- 
sults. To work rapidly and lose no 
time between changes in tech- 
nique means that the cook must 
do all necessary preliminary work 
so that there will be no halt in 
the procedure. 

Crunchy Stuffed Sweet 
Potato Balls. 

Scrub six medium sized sweet 
potatoes (not yams). Place in a 
medium hot oven (425 degrees) to 
bake until soft—about 25 minutes. 
Test for doneness by either pierc- 
ing with a fork or better still, 
press between the folds of a cloth 
to make sure potatoes feel soft all 
the way through. Remove from 
oven, cut in half and scoop out 
insides. Mash, add two tablespoons 
butter and enough cream _ to 
moisten and give consistency of 
stiff mashed potatoes. Form into 
balls or ovals while hot, using two 
tablespoons. Push a chunk of pine- 
apple down to the center, close the 
opening. Then toss balls in corn- 
flakes. Place on a greased baking 
sheet and return to the o¥en to 
toast until potatoes are again hot 
through to the center and the 
cornflakes are crisp and become 
slightly browner than originally. 
Serve immediately. Serves four to 
five. 

Half a marshmallow may be 
used in place of the pineapple and 
when the marshmallows’ are 
melted and begin to ooze out of 
the top like a volcarfe overflow- 
ing with lava, remove balls and 
serve at once,

Add 
one-fourth pound American cheese, 
grated (one cup), one - fourth. 
pound, Swiss cheese, grated (about 
one cup), three-fourths teaspoon 
salt and a dash of cayenne and 
cover and cook until cheese is 
melted. Stir occassionally, Grad- 
ually pour over four eggs, sightly 
beaten, and mix well. Pour into a 
wel-greased four to five cup ring 
mold that has a wax paper linifig 
in the bottom. Set in pan of hot 
water and bake in a moderately 
hot oven 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 30 minutes, Turn out and fill 
center with creamed vegetables.

Melt two tablespoons butter In 
saucepan, add two _ tablespoons 
flour and one-half teaspoon salt 
and mix until smooth, Stir in one 
cup milk gradually, and cook over 
direct heat, stirring constantly, un- 
til sauce boils and becomes thick 
and smooth.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

HERE is, of course, still go- 
T ine to be. a welfare problem 

when UNRRA comes to an 
end. Our Government has decid- 
ed we are going to meet that 
problem, but not by creating an 
international welfare organiza- 
tion such as UNRRA, since the 
feeling has been that our Con- 
gress would be opposed to enter- 
ing upon that type of relie? again. 

We supply the largest percent- 
age of relief, and therefore our 
Government feels that we should 
have more control over the allo- 
cation and distribution of funds 
than we can have in an interna- 
tional organization. There has 
also been some criticism of vari- 
ous situations which arose in 
UNRRA, and this too led to the 
decision that, in the future, we 
would be independent in our re- 
lief operations, though working 
on a consultation basis with oth- 
er nations. 


e . + 

UNDER UNRRBA, there are cer- 
tain functions such as the special 
services devoted to children, and 
other welfare services which are 
not strictly general relief but en- 
compass special needs, What has 
been done is to set up a children’s 
international emergency fund. 
The first money, $550,000, will be 
for the purchase of special foods 
for children, It will be presented 
by UNRRA Director Fiorello H. 
La Guardia to Sir Carl Berend- 
sen, chairman of Committee III 
of the U.N. General Assembly, at 
a special meeting in Washington. 

The children’s fund will ask for 
any residue funds which may be 
allotted to it from UNRRA, for 
Government appropriations and 
also for contributions from  or- 
ganizations and individuals. This 
money will supplement any basic 
relief given and should provide 
children in need of special foods 
and medical care with the essen- 
tials for recovery. 

This special activity will be con- 
ducted on an international basis, 
but also on a voluntary basis 


which permits governments to 
stay out if they do not feel able 
to participate.

IF MUCH MONEY is available, 
a great many children in Europe 
and Asia may be saved from se- 
rious consequences following these 
years of war. But we must wait 
until we know how many coun- 
tries decide to join in this fund 
and how much they are prepared 
to contribute, as well as how 
much appeal this particular part 
of the welfare picture has for pri- 
vate organizations and individuals, 
before we can judge the possible 
accomplishments. 

If the administration is effi- 
cient and if the sums of money 
should grow, I can imagine that 
in four or five years the children 
of Europe may be well fed again, 
as the economies of the various 
countries return to normal. Then 
there are children in India and 
China who will need help for a 
long time. An international fund 
really well run might eventually 
do certain things for children all 
over the world which we have 
dreamed about, but have not 
dared to hope might some day 
materialize. 


Pumpkin Cake 

One-half butter or margarine, 
one cup brown sugar, one-half 
cup granulated sugar, one egg or

A GREAT DEAL depends upon 
the way a story is told. A good 
story-teller can make the simplest 
story, say Epaminondas, a chil- 
dren's favorite, the finest possible 
piece of entertainment, First the 
quality of the voice clear, pleas- 
ant, none of the cloying sweetness 
of an adult coming down to chil- 
dren but that of a friend trying to 
say what he knows will make his 
audience feel the thrill, the spir- 
itual uplift that an artistic deli- 
very always brings. 

Story-telling takes practice. 
Mothers are busy people and time 
is very precious but the lovely 
thing about radio is that one can 
listen to a story and do house- 
work at the same time. Any 
mother can listen to a good story- 
teller and copy pattern. The only 
way to learn to tell a story to 
children is to tell it. Then keep 
telling it until the knack, the art 
becomes one’s Own, as it will. Per- 
haps not as perfect as that of the 
professional — mothers are not 
usually professional story-tellers, 
but certainly with sufficient tech- 
nique to hold the children’s in- 
terest and influence their taste.

Getting Stronger All the Time 


Tyrone Power, in Movies Ten Years, Outstanding in

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 13. 

HIS is anniversary month for 
T tyrone Power and a signifi- 

cant one it is, too. Not only 
is he celebrating completion of 
his tenth year as a motion pic- 
ture star but December ushered 
in release of “The Razor’s Edge,” 
the production which lifts him to 
serious contention among candi- 
dates for the Academy Award, 
Gregory fPeck, Larry Parks, 
Claude Rains and a few others 
will be in there pitching, but Pow- 
er, with a late-arrival role that 
stands out as the very finest of 
his career, could be the one most 
remembered when the voters get 


busy. 

In “Lloyds of London,” released 
in December, 1936, Ty rose to 
stardom, taking his place among 
the Clark Gables and Robert Tay- 
lors of that year. Ty’s bosses at 
Twentieth Century-Fox figure 
they've spent $60,000,000 on his 
movies since then.

“If anyone has had good stories 
and variety of characterization it 
has been I,” said Ty. “Good 
stories will carry any actor a long 
way. I've played everything from 
a bullfighter and pirate and out- 
law to the builder of the Suez 
Canal and an RA.F. flyer.
